Exceptions to Standards and Regulations under the Act : 

Multiple Major Survival Sur 2 eries (MMSS) : 

1. Six Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to perform two survival surgeries on 
non-human primates as part of the same experimental protocol. All surgeries were performed 
with appropriate anesthetic agents and post-operative analgesics. During this reporting period, 
nineteen (19) nonhuman primates have been used. 

In the previous reporting period (10/1/03-9/30/04), two nonhuman primates, received from a 
fully USDA licensed subcontracting organization, underwent a c-section at our facility, after 
having had another surgery (c-section). Since the animals were only on loan to us, the second c- 
section performed on these two animals was undertaken with the assumption that the surgery 
performed at our institution would be covered by the host institution s USDA-approved MMSS 
exception. We have recently become aware that our institution must receive an MMSS 
exception as well. A request has therefore been filed for an exception with the USDA to allow 
repeat c-sections. No repeat c-sections have been, nor will be, performed at our institution until 
the USDA evaluates this exception request. 

2. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to perform two survival surgeries on 
sheep as part of the same experimental protocol. All surgeries were performed with appropriate 
anesthetic agents and post-operative analgesics. During this reporting period, twenty-seven (27) 
sheep have been used. 

Housine/Caee Changing : 

3. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to house hamsters as continuous 
breeding male/female pairs. During this reporting period, twenty-four (24) hamsters have been 
pair housed. 

4. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to change hamster and ground squirrel 
cages at intervals up to 14 days to prevent disruption of studies. During this reporting period, 
twenty (20) ground squirrels have been used. 

5. One Investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to house hamsters in cages that are 5.5 
inches tall. As new cages are purchased, they will be replaced with cages that are 6 inches tall. 
During this reporting period, three-hundred and seventy-three (373) hamsters have been housed 
in 5.5 inch tall cages. 

6. One investigator was granted Stanford lACUC approval to cross-tie sheep for the duration of 
chronic experimental procedures. Animals are able to move within their pens (forwards. 
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backwards, and side to side), with the exception of turning around, and are able to lie down. As 
per the APHIS Notice in the Federal Register Vol 65, No. 23, 5301-5303, Feb 3, 2000, the 
Stanford LACUC approved this scientifically justified restriction to the animal's space. During 
this reporting period, fifty (50) sheep were used. 

Water Control : 

7. Four Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to utilize carefully monitored water 
control as a motivational tool. During this reporting period. Twenty-one (21) nonhuman 
primates have been used. 

Physical Restraint : 

8. Five Investigators were granted Stanford lACUC approval to utilize non-human primate chair 
restraint during experimental procedures. The animals had been carefully trained and acclimated 
to the restraint device, well in advance of their use. The animals were removed at the end of the 
recording sessions. The average length of the recording sessions was four hours. During this 
reporting period, twenty-three (23) nonhuman primates have been used.

A variance has been issued by the Animal Care and Use Review Committee on September 15, 2005, to house 
sheep in metabolic cages. The metabolic sheep cages have a floor space of 1 1 square feet, this is 4 square feet 
less than the recommendation. These cages are used for sheep with chronic catheters in place generally both 
fetal and maternal catheters. The ammals need to be confined to a safe, clean environment because of the 
catheters. The animals can move freely in the cages and can turn around. The animals are housed in the 
metabolic cages for less than two weeks
